EXIT THE EXPERTS. 


The water report seems to have 
produced a remarkable unanim- 
ity of opinion on one point; that 
the report is not worth the 
money. 

It has also confirmed the gen- 
eral opinion that the river is the 
proper permanent source of a 
water supply for the city. 

There the accomplishments of 
the report seem to end. For the 
rest we shall have to rely upon 
the un-expert common gense of 
the community , influenced »but 
not dominated by the engineers 
in the city’s employ. 


IT IS UP TO THEM. 


Commissioner Chalmers, Super- 
intendent Parsons and City En- 
gineer Latorne] have gone on re- 
cord as saying that it is not ne- 
cessary to remove the pumping 
plant farther up the river in order 
to secure room for filtration beds. 

They consider the present site 
as offering plenty of room for the 
operation of mechanical filters; 
and by inference, consider the 
mechanical filter as capable of 
supplying the city with pure 
water. 

Then it is up to these gentle 
men to show us that the mechani 
eal filter is a thing that filters. In 
times past the mechanical filter 
has seemed to the thirsty citizes 
to be a thing that might dc 
something else, but would cer 
tainly not filter, If it did not actu- 
ally thicken the water it  cer- 
tainly has done little enough to 
thin it at times when thinning 
was badly needed. 

If these engineering gentlemen 
wish to convince the people ot 
Edmonton thit we may rely 
permanently on the mechanical 
filter to extract insoluble sub- 
stances from ur water supply, 
they will have first to show us 
that the filters now at the power 
plant can deliver water next June 
which can be swallowed without 
the aid of a ram-rod. 


CITY SCHOOLS FOR 
COUNTRY CHILDREN 

The consolidated school is a city 
school located in the country. 

Such school is made possible by 
the combination of several rural 
school districts of the ordinary 
size, for the purpose of erecting 
and maintaining at some central 
point a ‘‘graded’’ school—that is, 
a school containing several rooms, 
with a teacher in charge of each 
room specially adapted to teach 
scholars in that particular grade. 

As pupils of a consolidated 
Schoo] are drawn from a large 
area, it is necessary to provide 
conveyances to take them to 
school in the morning and from 
school in the evening, 

Thus, while the consolidated 
achool is a better school than the 
rural school, it costs more money 
to maintain it than to maintain 
several rural schools accommodat- 
ing the same area. 

Even with liberal assistance 
from the Province toward the cost 
of conveying children to and from 
school, the amount of local taxes 
necessary to maintain a consoli- 
dated school are necessarily larg- 
er than to maintain the ordinary 
school. It follows that where set- 
tlement is sparse and where the 
settlers are struggling with the 
conditions of pioneer life a con- 
solidated school is not possible. 


But that is no reason why a‘euch a 


community that is well settled 
with prosperous farmers should 
be denied the privilege of estab- 
lishing a consolidated school, and 
of providing the superior advan- 
tages which may thus be secured 
at additional cost. Nor, so long 
as the rural schools are not made 
to suffer, is it any reason why the 
Province should not contribute 
toward the expenses of a consoli 
dated school] in proportion to its 
larger cost. The best education 
that can ‘be given them is none too 
good for the children of Alberta. 


MR. MONK AND MR. 
PELLETIER. 


Hon. F. D. Monk says that had 
he been in the House he would 
have opposed alike the contribu- 
tion policy of Premier Borden 
and the co-operation policy of 
the Opposition. 

The stand Mr. Monk says he 
would have taken, and which 
seven Nationalist members did 
take, is the stand that should also 
have been taken by Hon. L. P. 
Pelletier and the whole National- 
ist brigade in Parliament—but 
wasn’t. 

Hon. F. D. Monk left the Bor. 
den Government—with the prom- 
ise of a judgeship in his pocket, it 
is said—after he and his col- 
leagues had forced the Premier 
to adopt a policy which prevents 
Canadians as Canadians taking 
any part in the naval defence 
of the British Empire. 

Hon. L. P. Pelletier et al. stay- 
ed in the Government and with 
the Government despite the ad- 
option of a Government policy 
which convicts them of treason 


donment of professed principle. 

The retirement of Mr. Monk 
from a position which he did not 
want and for which he was not 
fitted—with the alleged promise 
of appointment to a position 
which he does want and for 
which he is perhaps fitted—was 
of service to the Borden Govern. 
ment where it most needed ser- 
vice, lt enabled Coonservative 
newspapers in the English-speak- 
ing provinces to bid for votes 
with the argument that Borden 
had broken with the anti-British 
element. 

Hon, L. P. Pelletier et al. by 
staying with the Government re- 
tained the power to promote Na- 
tionalist principles in the Gov- 
ernment and through the Govern- 
ment from the vantage-points of 
seats on the treasury benches and 
among the Parliamentary  sup- 
porters of the Ministers. 

Just in proportion as Hon. F. 
D. Monk deserves credit for 
sacrificing place for principle, if 
he did so, Hon. L. P. Pelletier 
ind his associates deserve con- 
tempt for not following suit. 


But as an agent for promoting 
the ends and aims of Nationalism 
Hon. L. P. Pelletier in the Gov- 
ernment is a much more effective 
force than Hon. F. D. Monk out 
of it. That, doubtless, is why Mr. 
Pelletier remained while Mr. 
Monk resigned, and why Mr. Pel- 
letier and his followers voted for 
the compromise scheme while Mr.

I well remember how a short time 
agu the same association agitated for 
the removal of the business tax in the 
e+’, and then turned round and asked 
the city to tax other peopie more, 
Now, Mr. Editor, it appears to me that 
the Retailers’ Association 1s quite out 
of order in asking the city to exclude 
the dealers from the market. I, my- 
self, as a dealer and producer, have 
sold to the members of the Retailers’ 
Association goods on the Rice street 
market. Do they mean to say that 
they, as traders, are in order in huy- 
ing those goods and J, as a trader, am 
out of order in selling them? Or do 
they mean to say that only those that 
are foolish enough to pay enormous 
trade and barter on the

public market? 

If the Retailers’ Association § think 
that the dealers are doing a_ better 
business than themselves, there is no 
reason why they should not hitch up 
thelr team and puli on the market 
and do likewise. 

But, Mr. Editor, there is a principle 
at stake that the citizens of Edmon- 
ton cannot give up, Le., the exclusive 
right of how their market shall be 
governed, The Retailers’ Association 
have absolutely no right whatever to 
dictate who shall and who shall not 
sel on the public market (that be- 
longs to the people), and should be a 
free and open market where there is 
open competition and where the man 
that has the goods can deliver them, 
and the people that have the cash can 
buy them. 

I, myself, Mr. Editor, have had over 
thirty years’ experience on public 
markets, but have never known a 
market yet where the dealer is ex- 
cluded, if you exclude the seller be- 
cause he is a trader, on the same 
princtple you must exclude the mem- 
bers of the Retailers’ Association from 
buying, because they are traders. You 
cannot have a law for one class only, 
The people's market must be open to 
all (that is the omly solution), and I 
venture to say that, if this question 
was put to a yote, the people would 
demand i. 

Wow, Mr. Editor, I would Ike to put 
to you the positon of the farmer. He 
decides to come to Edmonton with his 
produce, but finding he could comfort- 
ably bring more than his own he goes 
around his district and purchases 
other peoples’ produce and makes a 
load. Now, he is a trader and the 
question arises; Are you going to ex- 
clude him? If you do as the Re- 
tatlers’ Association want you to do, 
you would have to say to that man, 
“You can't seM that produce on the 
public market,” You at once do that 
man a great injustice, but further 
than that, how are you going to differ- 
entiate between the two classes: the 
man who brings only his own produce 
and the one that buys alsu? 

I noticed a few days ago that the 
Retailers’ Association decided to do 
aM that laid in their power to defeat 
the market's bylaw, and got a very 
good answer from the oltizens, 

The only conclusion that the rea- 
sonable man can come to is that the 
members of the Retailer's Association 
are bent on trying to defeat the ob- 
jects of the public market and drive 
the producer absolutely into their own 
hand 

At present the farmer can pull his 
team on the market and sell his goods 
and get his money, but his necessities 
of life for home and go yack to attend 
to his farm, not having wasted a 
whole day going from store to store 
asking will they please buy his goods. 

In conclusion, Mr, Editor, I again 
siate that no hogy or click have any 
right whatever to interfere with the 
peoples’ market, that is exclusively 
the right of the citizens.

it is some six weeks now since Su- 

perintendent Woodroofe put his report 
advising raising the rates before the 
city council, No action has since been 
taken, as the report was referred 
back to the city commissioners for 
some recommendations. But now it 
appears that matters are nearing the 
\final stage, and the council will be 
{asked to take some definite action, 
' One of the commissioners pointed 
out yesterday that Edmonton is 
giving cheaper fares than any other 
city on the continent. The usual fare 
is six regular tickets for 25 cents, 
limited tickets eight for 25 cents, chil- 
drn’s tickets nine or ten for 256 cents, 
and an effort is to be made to have 
these rates put into force in Edmon- 
ton. 

The necessity of wiping out the big 
deficit on the books of the street rail- 
way and piling up a reserve fund has 
convinced the commissioners of the 
need of raising the rates here, It is 
pointed out that’ within a few years’ 
time there will be many portions of 
track that will have to be replaced, 
, and this expenge should be borne by 
“a reserve fund,

Festival held Jast Saturday af- | 


The fight over the alleged violation 
of the Lord's Day Act by the holders 
of the Sunday concerts at the Pmpress 
theatre was waged yesterday and 
in the end Magistrate Byers reserved 
until next Monday his decision on 
their legality. Mr. C. A. Grant prose- 
cuted for the attorney-general, whilé 
Mr. H. H, Robertgon defended, the 
latter draw'ng an analogy between the 
concerts held at the Empress theatre 
on Sunday and those at the Queen's 
Hall and Albert Hall in London, Eng- 
land, where no money was charged 
for admission, but merely for reserved 
seats. 

As regards the alleged selling of 
tickets, said Mr. Robertson, if it had 
occurred it had not been by the au- 
thority of the holders of the concert. 
The sale was alleged to have taken 
place on Saturday, on which day Mrs, 
Bullock, the lady who attended to the 
box on Sunday, was not at the theatre 
at all. 

Mr. C, A, Grant proceeded to read 
the Lord's Day Act, which he said 
prohibited any performance at which 
a fee was charged either directly or 
indirectly. Mr, Grant held that the 
holders of these concerts were virtu- 
ally asking people to pay, and the fact 
that they allowed persons to enter 
without paying was due to the fact 
that they had not the power to ex- 
clude them, 

Reginald Bullock, conductor of the 
concerts, stated that with the ques- 
tion of tickets he had nothing to do. 
The concerts were maintained by vol- 
untary subscriptions, but no one was 
forced to pay. Indeed, a whole fam- 
ily could visit the concert and pay a 
nickel, On an average the concerts 
were attended every Sunday by eight 
hundred persons and the _ receipts 
would average about $60 to $65 for 
Sunday. 

Secretary Hughes, of the Orchestral 
Society, stated that no one was charg- 
ed a fee for the concerts. As regards 
the “patrons’ tickets’’ there were per- 
sons who would subscribe, say, $5.00 
and receive a number of tickets, en- 
titling them to a specially reserved 
seat in the theatre, but the $5.00 was 
not charged as an entrance fee, There 
was absolutely no stipulation as to 
prices, and indeed quite a number of 
complimentary tickets were issued, 
but he had never authorized anyone 
to sell tickets at the door,

in the misty past, and not in our own 
modern and up-to-date age, or they 
would have heard of the Seven Pied 
Piper Critics of His Majesty's Oppo- 
sition im the Alberta Legislature, and 
revised their opinions accordingly. 

If the province stands four-square 
to all the winds that blow, if it has 
successfully withstood the blizzards 
of time, there can be no other rea- 
80n for its solidity than that of the 
patient, painstaking, relentless criti- 
cism of Leader Edward Michener and 
his followers, 

If the journals of the House do no- 
thing else, they will prove that as- 
sertion. Look them over, and there 
you will find, for instance, in black 
and white, that all who run may read, 
Harold Riley's criticism of the Gov- 
ernment with regard to its telephone 
policy, and his complaint that tele- 
phone poles, a whole string of them, 


were planted east of Calgary before 


the wires were strung. 


That is a complaint worth while. 
It shows how mucn we are behind 
the times in this neck-of-the-woods 
province of Alberta. It is a striking 
evidence of the way the Government 
has been squandering money in at- 
tacking things at the wrong point of 
the compass.
